The Narberth School Board will 
pay an additional .$153,000 for fire 
insurance this ye.ir, according to a I 
report made last Thursday night at] 
a meeting of the School Board. 

The report was based on a sur- 
vey made of the building recently, 
by the three insurance companies! 
which hold policies on the building.! 
With the increase the building Willi 
be insured for a total of $311,000. 

According to state law, 80 per 
cent of the replacement value of 
the building must be carried by the 
School Board, and as the building 
had previously been insured for 
only .$158,000, the building was' 
under-insured a total of $153,000.
